2. Summonsin an Adversary Proceeding: Inadversary proceedings, the Clerk’s
Office now uses CM/ECF to create aform-generated summons to be placed on the
docket. Thus, filers no longer have to submit information via e-mail to the Clerk’s
Office to have a summonsissued in an adversary proceeding. [However, for the
Clerk’s Office to issue asummonsin an involuntary case or section 304 ancillary
proceeding, the filer must ill submit to the Clerk’ s Office a prepared summons via
e-mall to summonsnysh@nysh.uscourts.gov.] For more information on the issuance
